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Holiday pals hours before 
being killed in cold blood

THIS is the CCTV images that show a man from 
Northampton and his friend drinking in a 
Florida bar, just hours before they were gunned 
down. 

James Kouzaris, 24, from Kingsthorpe and a 
graduate from the University of Sheffield was on a 
dream holiday with his university friend James 
Cooper, 25, and his family when they were 
tragically shot in the sunshine state’s city of 
Sarasota. 

Police have now released this image of the men 
drinking in a bar (pictured), the evening before 
they were shot in a rundown part of a city suburb 
in the early hours of Saturday. 

Some images taken from Smokin’ Joe’s show the 
men talking to various women throughout the 
evening. 

Local police are hoping to speak to these girls in 
a bid to find out how the men went from being in 
an upmarket tourist area to a housing estate 
known for its violent gang culture. 

Police have already arrested 16-year-old Shawn 
Tyson on two counts of homicide after a tip-off 
but are looking to find out if more people were 
involved in the shooting. 

Courts in Florida have yet to formally charge 
Tyson as an adult but if they do and he is found 
guilty he is likely to face the death penalty. 

The local authorities hope that the woman in 
the CCTV images will help with their investiga¬ 
tions.

Mystery of why two 


Police need to 
find how pair 
came to be in 
notorious area

TWO friends could have hardly 
imagined a sunshine holiday would 
end in them being mercilessly gunned 
down. 

After spending Friday night in bars in 
the idyllic Florida city of Sarasota, a 
fun-loving evening turning to tragedy 
when two English tourists’ lives were 
ended in cold blood, only 12 miles from 
where they were staying. 

Florida Police are still trying to piece 
together how Northampton man James 
Kouzaris, 24, and his university friend 
James Cooper, 25, came to be in an area 
of the city, known for its poverty and 
violent crime. 

Newton is reportedly so notorious 
locals don’t wear jewellery for fear of 
being robbed. 

Yet the two graduates from the 
University of Sheffield, coming to the 
end of their three-week vacation, were 
found 50 feet apart, shot dead on a 
residential street. 

Police are said to have found a number 
of bullet cases on the ground close to 
their bodies, believed to have been fired 
from a semi-automatic hand gun. 

They also think the duo, who were 
shot in the back, were driven to the 
scene as no hire car was found nearby. 

Mystery still surrounds their reason 
for being there. Friends and family say 
that neither took drugs nor would they 
have sought them out, whilst many 
believe they were murdered after a 
robbery went horribly wrong. 

The Cooper family were on holiday 



with only discovered the deaths when 
an officer answered the mobile phone 
of one of the men - they were later 
taken to a police station to be told the 
grim news. 

Police are hoping to speak to revellers 
who were at Smokin’ Joe’s bar in the city 
the same night as the men in a bid to 
find out why they strayed from the 
tourist areas. 

Sarasota Police were called to the 
street at 3am on Saturday after resi¬ 
dents reported hearing the shots being 
fired. 

Twenty four hours later they arrested 
J6 year old Shawn Tyson, following a 


tip-off. The teenager, said to be a tal¬ 
ented American footballer, lives a few 
hundred yards away from where the 
shooting took place and is currently in 
juvenile detention. 

He will face a Grand Jury on May 3. 

At that hearing the courts will decide 
whether to charge him as an adult, and 
if they do, and he is subsequently found 
guilty, he will face the death penalty. 

The authorities have come under fire 
after they revealed that Tyson had been 
arrested only weeks earlier on gun 
related charges, but as it was his first 
offence, he had been released.

Another man in court 
on Adil murder charge 

A FIFTH man has been charged with the murder of 
a teenager in Deanshanger. 

A 19-year-old man appeared at Northampton 
Magistrates’ Court on 
Monday charged with the 
murder of Adil Basharat, 

16, who died on 
November 21 at Milton 
Keynes Hospital, as a 
result of the serious 
injuries he sustained on 
the Stratford Road, in the 
village. 

The man, from Bradville, 

Milton Keynes, was taken 
from his home address 
to Weston Favell Police 
Station in Northampton 
where he was charged. 

He was due to appear 
at Northampton Crown 
Court yesterday. 

Four other men have 
been charged with 
murder and remanded in 
custody. 



Bail granted in McWilliams case 


THE man charged with 
the manslaughter of a 
soldier who was about 
to serve in Afghanistan 
was granted bail this 
week. 

Levy Chandler, 25, 
from Northampton, is 
accused of the 
manslaughter of 
Private Rory 
McWilliams, 20. 

Pvt McWilliams was 
injured in the early 
hours of February 6 
and died a week later. 

Chandler appeared 
at Northampton 
Crown Court on 
Tuesday but no plea 
was entered as Judge 
Charles Wide QC 
asked the prosecution 
to take serious 
considerations to part 
of the case. 

The case will resume 
at a later date.

“James I can honestly say that 
a finer example of what the 
human race can produce will 
be very hard to find.

“Can’t believe you've gone, if you are anywhere else 
it’s just become a better place for it. Can only say I’m 
honoured and proud to have had such wonderful 
nephew - gonna miss you kid.” 

His sister Emily thanked the well-wishers on the 
social network. 

She said: “Would like to thank everyone for their 
kind messages. My brother was a legend and he will 
be missed and loved by many many people.” 

In between travelling Mr Kouzaris worked for 
Northamptonshire County Council who has also paid 
tribute to the young man.

“James had worked for several years on our 
temporary register and was well known and well 
liked across a number of departments at the council.

£lk reward to get 
gang ‘off streets’

THE victim of a horrific, violent 
abduction attempt is offering a 
reward to help find the men who 
attacked him. 

The man, who does not want to 
be named for fear of reprisals, is 
offering £1,000 if a conviction is 
made against the gang that 
attacked him on February 2 when 
he was visiting a friend on Lodge 
Avenue, in Collingtree. 

He had parked his Porsche near 
the home of his friend when he 
was abducted by the gang of 
balaclava-wearing men. 

The man said: “I remember 
coming out of the car when a man 
approached me and said ‘hush’ 
with his finger up to his face. 

“I felt my hands being pulled 
back and put into handcuffs, 
before they knocked me to the 
ground and hit me over the head 
with a metal bar.” 

The man then had his mouth 
taped up before being forced 
back into his car and driven to the 
Greyhound pub’s car park in 
Milton Malsor. 

He was then taken to Dayrell 
Road, Camp Hill, where his 



Porsche was abandoned and he 
was transferred into a dark 
coloured estate vehicle. 

The gang kept asking the man 
for money and when they realised 
he had no significant amount on 
him they dumped him in a field 
near junction 16 on the Ml. 

The man was picked up by 
police walking on the side of the 
motorway 

The offenders did steal an 
iPhone, an expensive watch, gold 


chains and cash and days later a 
quad bike was stolen from the 
address in Collingtree. 

The man spent time at fohn 
Radcliffe Hospital for the serious 
head injury suffered in the ordeal. 

Since the attack, he has had 
memory loss, a shorter temper 
and cannot feel sensation in his 
left arm. 

The man is now hoping his offer 
of a reward will refresh the 
investigation. 

He said: “I’m not sure the police 
are getting anywhere with their 
investigation, that’s why I am 
offering the reward. 

“I have a feeling that some of the 
men involved did not really want 
to be there and I’m hoping one of 
them might come forward to 
claim the money. 

“At the end of day I want to get 
these men off the streets.” 

One of the men has been 
described as white, around 5ft 
8in, with very bad skin, a front left 
tooth missing and was referred to 
as ‘Lee’.

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Death driver may 
have been texting

A 23-YEAR-OLD with ‘her whole 
life in front of her’ who died 
when she crashed into a coach 
may have been texting while 
driving, an inquest has heard. 

Hannah Louise McAllister, from 
Northampton, who was a student 
at Warwick University, died on 
October 21, 2010 at John 

Radcliffe Hospital in Oxford. 

She was admitted after being 
involved in a road traffic collision 
on the A43 Broughton bypass. 

The inquest was told the crash 
happened on October 20 when 
the silver Ford Puma she was 
driving was seen moving errati¬ 
cally - going slow then fast and 
drifting across the road. 

Last Thursday, an inquest held 
at Kettering Magistrates’ Court 
heard this was consistent with 
someone driving while texting at 
the same time and as a result 


becoming distracted. The driver 
of the coach, John Aldred from 
Wymington, said when the car hit 
the vehicle everything went 
black. 

The car’s bonnet was lifted off 
and catapulted towards the 
windscreen of the coach which 
fell out. 

Mr Aldred’s back locked and he 
could not get out of the driver’s 
seat and someone came along 
and turned the engine off. 

He suffered bruised ribs, 
muscle pain, a twisted pelvis, 
which makes it difficult to walk, 
and he gets out of breath easily. 

In her statement, Claire 
Stigwood from the East Midlands 
Ambulance Service, said that 
when she arrived at the scene she 
could not see who was in the car. 

It was only when the passen¬ 
ger’s door was cut off she saw a 
young woman who was trapped 
in the car by the steering wheel 
which had been pushed over to 


where the handbrake should be. 
When Claire managed to free 
Hannah’s left arm she saw she 
was holding a black mobile 
phone. 

In his statement, John 
Underwood, forensic collision 
investigator with Northampton¬ 
shire Police, said the two vehicles 
involved in the crash had 
sustained a massive impact. 

It was in his opinion the 
23-year-old died as she was 
texting while driving and this 
caused the driver error. 

Summing up, coroner Anne 
Pember said: “The public should 
be aware of the dangers. 

“This was the tragic and 
untimely death of a 23-year-old 
who had the whole of her life in 
front of her. 

“She had been using her mobile 
phone on her journey and had 
this horrendous collision.” 

A verdict of accidental death 
was recorded. 


Call to up fines for 
drivers on phones 

A FAMILY liaison officer with Northampton¬ 
shire Police wants a £200 penalty and six 
points on a licence imposed on motorists 
who text or talk on their phones while 
driving. 

Pc Dave Lee spoke to the H&P after 
being told about the inquest into the death 
of Hannah Louise McAllister. 

He hit out at drivers who break the law 
as their actions could lead to their own or 
other people’s deaths. 

Pc Lee said this was the second fatality 
police had dealt with on the county’s roads 
in 2010 involving the death of a young girl 
who was using her phone. 

The first was Tracy Wale, 22, who died on 
April 6,2010 after her Vauxhall Astra was 
in collision on the A508 Brampton Lane 
between Boughton and Brixworth. 

Pc Lee said: “A lot of people think it is 
only a quick phone call and will only take a 
second. 

“They only have a split second to react 
and they would crash into something in 
front of them. 

“Even if you are driving at 30mph it only 
takes a child to step out in front of the car 
or something to happen to make the car 
go out of control. 

“Using mobile phones while driving 
seems to be the general attitude in 
society and it is a bad thing. 

“People seem to think it [a crash] will 
happen to other people. 

“They think they are a good driver and 
bad things happen to other people.” 

One of Pc Lee’s main roles is dealing with 
people at a moment in their lives when 
they will be in shock and having to come 
to terms with what could be tragic news. 

He didn’t know what it would take for 
drivers to realise how dangerous it is to 
use the phone and drive at the same time, 
not using a hands-free device. 

He thought for many, sadly, it would be 
the death of one their family members in a 
car accident. 

Pc Lee added: “There is no phone call 
important enough to lose your life over. 

“When the £30 mobile phone fines 
started we were handing them out like 
there was no tomorrow. 

“At present you get three points on your 
licence. 

“Personally speaking, and I think for 
fellow colleagues, the punishment should 
be harsher - a £200 fine and six points on 
your licence.”

The county council is set to reduce 
the cost of street lighting by 50 per 
cent in order to save £2 million. 

This switch-off will see about 
one in two of the authority-owned 
lights go out. It is being carried out 
as the council aims to make £73m 
in year savings. 

However, turning off roughly 
half the lights does not mean 
turning off every other light. 

A priority list is being developed 
in conjunction with the police and 
road safety officers to identify 
where it is most appropriate for 
lights to be maintained and where 
they can go out. 

To mitigate the impact of turn¬ 
ing off lights, the council will 
endeavour to carry out faster 
repairs on lights, reducing its 
target from the current 28 days to, 
where possible, ten days. 


Lighting columns which are 
supposed to be off will be marked 
with an adhesive sticker. 

Cabinet member for highways, 
minerals and waste, Cllr Heather 
Smith, said: “Budget pressures have 
meant that the council has had to 
bring in these changes quickly. 

“The idea of turning off street 
lights has been touted nationally 
for some time now and increas¬ 
ingly we’re seeing authorities 
around the country turning off 
street lights as a way of saving 
money. This isn’t about turning off 
every other light. 

“A number of factors are taken 
into consideration when choosing 
which lights will be turned off 
with people’s safety an obvious 
priority.” 

It is expected the programme 
will be rolled out in Corby, South 
Northants, East Northampton¬ 
shire, Daventry and Welling¬ 
borough next month with 
Kettering and Northampton in 
June.

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Group’s anger as £45m 
spent on fuel mileage

COUNCILS across Northants 
have been slammed by a lobby 
group for paying out more than 
£4.5 million in fuel mileage. 

The report shows that 
Northamptonshire County 
Council paid out the majority of 
the total sum, with £3,845,076 in 
fuel costs handed back to staff in 
2009-2010. 

Northampton Borough Council 
spent £507,357 and South 
Northants Council handed out 
£176,660 in petrol and diesel 
allowances in the same period. 

East Northants Council 
remunerated £173,619 in mileage 
costs. 

The Tax Payers’ Alliance has 
criticised the local authorities for 
paying up to 65p a mile in some 
cases, while Her Majesty’s 
Revenue & Customs recommends 
paying 45p a mile. 

However, the councils deny pay¬ 
ing these sky high amounts. 

Matthew Sinclair, director of the 
Taxpayers' Alliance, said: “It is 
shocking that the same councils 
that are pleading poverty are pay¬ 
ing well above the recommended 
mileage rate. 

“Ordinary motorists who are 
feeling the pinch will be shocked 
that council staff are getting such 
a generous deal for their mileage 
claims, it simply isn’t fair. 


“Some authorities have shown 
that it is possible to save millions 
by cutting back to the rate recom¬ 
mended by the taxman. 

“This is a quick and painless 
saving that won’t affect council 
services and will ease the burden 
on households who’ve seen 
council tax double in the last 
decade.” 

The county council has denied 
that it over pays in mileage and 
clarified its position. 

A spokesman said: “Following 
our pay and benefits review as of 
April 1,2011 the mileage allowance 
was set in line with the current HM 
Revenue & Customs rate. 

“This is currently 45p a mile for 
the first 10,000 and 25p thereafter. 

“The pay and benefits review 
was an opportunity to review 


historical pay and allowance 
policies to ensure staff receive a 
fair and equal pay and benefits 
package which is also affordable 
to the organisation and county 
taxpayers. 

“It was carried out following the 
national Single Status Agreement 
which required all councils to 
make sure across the country, all 
pay was fair and equal.” 

A spokesman for Northampton 
Borough Council said: “During 
the course of the working day a 
number of our staff will need to 
use their car to visit customers, 
clients or sites. 

“This usually involves an 
employee using their own vehicle. 

“We offer a mileage allowance in 
line with guidelines set by HM 
Revenue & Customs.”

ROYAL Mail misery seems to be 
spreading in Towcester. 

Since the Herald & Post last week 
published the story of Mary Hansel 
whose recorded delivery package went 
missing, three more people have 
contacted the paper about postal- 
related problems. 

Two pensioners from Burcote Road 
also claim to have had a bad service. 

Barrie and Josephine Denny, both 69, 
went from April 4 to midday on April 7 
without any mail. 

They were expecting some important 
legal letters which had been posted in 
Coventry on Monday, April 4 which 
needed signing urgently. 

When Mr Denny went to the sorting 
office to complain he was told the mail 
had been sent out that morning. 

Later at home, eight items including 
the two legal letters arrived. 

Mr Denny said: “We were quite 
annoyed by it. It seemed to us our mail 
had been withheld deliberately. 

“This is not very clever as my wife was 
dealing with a solicitor and needed the 
legal papers to arrive. 

“The postman we have known for 
years was on holiday and when he is 
working we usually get our mail by 
10am.” 

Their neighbour Pam Turpin has also 
had problems. 

She said: “We have nothing against 
our usual postman as the problem 
seems to occur when he is not around. 

“On January 12 we got nine Christmas 
cards which had been posted on 
December 15 or 16. 

“It is just every so often we get these 
blips where we don’t get any mail for 
five or six days. What we want to know is 
where does it go?” 

Jenny Markie, from Keats Drive, who 
also experienced problems, said: “I was 
expecting a special delivery of tickets 
(for a Derren Brown show at Royal & 
Derngate in May) I bought on eBay as a 
gift for my son and his partner. 

“When the postman tried to deliver I 
was at work. So next day I went to 
Towcester Post Office to collect my 
letter. 

“They couldn’t find it and told me the 
postman was new and may have put it 
in the wrong place. I went back for three 
days and they couldn’t find it. 

“They gave me two phone numbers to 
ring. I left four voice messages. No one 
contacted me. 

“At the moment I am emailing Royal 
Mail to no avail. I have contacted the 
sender and she has had no luck. And 
they expect us to support them so it is 
not privatised, what a joke.” 

A Royal Mail spokesman said: “We are 
concerned to hear of the problems 
reported by these customers. We would 
urge anyone who is experiencing 
difficulties with the service they receive 
to contact our customer services team 
so that all the relevant details can be 
recorded and any problems identified. 

“In handling more than 60 million 
items of mail a day it is not possible for 
us to track individual items of mail. 

“However, if patterns of complaints 
arise it helps us identify and resolve any 
problems in our network.”

Chief ‘disappointed’ 
over missed targets

EAST Midlands Ambulance 
Service has not met its targets, it 
revealed this week. 

It has not reached the national 
annual performance of 75 per 
cent of Category A, life threaten¬ 
ing 999 calls in eight minutes and 
95 per cent of Category B, serious 
but not immediately life threaten¬ 
ing calls, in 19 minutes. 

The Service (EMAS) recorded 
figures of 72.4 per cent for 
Category A and 88.3 per cent for 
Category B in the 2010/11 period. 

Last year’s figures were 74.9 per 


cent and 95.3 per cent, after 
national adjustments were made 
to recognise the harsh winter it 
experienced. 

Deputy chief executive of EMAS 
David Farrelly said: “We have 
provided a tremendous amount 
of care to patients this year, often 
in very difficult circumstances but 
there is no getting away from the 
fact that these are deeply 
disappointing results for us and 
for our patients. 

“We were hitting the target until 
the severe snow and ice hit us in 
the last week of November. 

“We are determined to get it 
right for patients though and we 


have invited input from 
colleagues in other ambulance 
trusts to advise on how we can 
regain our former status of only 
three years ago when EMAS was 
one of the country’s top perform¬ 
ing ambulance trusts.” 

This year the Trust has seen 
demand grow dramatically for 
999 calls relating to life threaten¬ 
ing situations. 

In 2009/10 the service respond¬ 
ed to 186,643 such calls and this 
rose to 205,248 in 2010/11 - an 
increase of ten per cent. 

Serious but not immediately life 
threatening calls were 246,947 last 
year and 247,113 this year.

‘Supergran’ gang 
admit watch raid

FIVE men have admitted their 
part in the jewellery shop smash 
and grab raid that made 
‘Supergran’ Ann Timson famous 
all over the world. 

Mrs Timson, a 71-year-old 
arthritic, former market trader, 
was hailed a hero after single- 
handedly setting about the 
sledge-hammer wielding thieves 
with her handbag. 

Her bravery outside Michael 
Jones Jewellers in Gold Street, 
Northampton was captured on 
film and posted on YouTube, 
turning her into an international 
celebrity and leading to an 
appearance on American TV 

On Friday the five men 
appeared at Northampton Crown 
Court in connection with the raid 
on Monday, February 7 in which 
£100,000 worth of watches were 
taken. 

Patrick O’Brien, 18, from 
Arlington Square, Islington, Terry 
Ingles, 22, from Arran Walk, 
Canonbury, Edward Smith, 28, 
from Staveley Close, Holloway, 
Jason Hartles, 25, from Peabody 
Square, Islington and Michael 
Sharpe, 39, from Rowstock 
Gardens, Holloway, all pleaded 
guilty to a charge of conspiracy to 
burgle.

The prosecution accepted not 
guilty pleas to a charge of 
conspiracy to commit robbery. 

Ingles admitted taking a Vespa 
scooter without authority and 
driving while disqualified. 

O’Brien admitted being carried 
on the scooter without authority. 

Prosecutor Alisdair Smith told 
Judge Charles Wide QC: “O’Brien 
had been armed with a sledge¬ 
hammer and was at the doorway 
of the shop when Mrs Timson 
arrived at the scene. 

“She gets to O’Brien and he 
turns to flee on the back of a 
scooter that Ingles is driving. 


They fall off. O’Brien is detained 
at the scene and Ingles runs off.” 

The footage showed flamed- 
haired Mrs Timson running up 
Gold Street past other shoppers 
when she saw the raid. 

Swinging her handbag she is 
seen to hit one of three men 
sitting on scooters before turning 
her attention to the three other 
men who were smashing the 
shop window. 

As the gang escape O’Brien 
jumped on the back of Ingles’ 
scooter. 

It fell over and O’Brien, who is 
whacked again by the pensioner, 
is held by members of the public 
until the police arrive. 

Ingles is seen running off down 
the street. 

Mr Smith said Sharpe was seen 
on CCTV standing on the 
opposite side of the road at the 
time of the raid. 

He was said to be in regular 
contact with Smith during the 
course of the morning. 

Hartles was linked to the crime 
through glass found on his 
clothes. 

The case was not opened in 
detail and Judge Wide remanded 
all five in custody for sentence on 
May 23. 

Pre-sentence reports are being 
prepared on O’Brien, Ingles and 
Hartles.

Humble 80s start but new look 
ski shop has come a long way 


IN the early eighties, companies started 
packaging ski holidays, turning the exclusive 
sport into something which was available to 
everyone. 

The upsurge in the market led to a very small 
ski store opening in January 1983 on the 
Wellingborough Road in Northampton. 

Conscious that to pay the rent there needed to 
be some summer trade it was named Two 
Seasons and on its first day of opening took 
£194. 

Since the days of flouro ski wear and shell suits 
the business has grown to more than 36 stores, 
25 as Two Seasons, which can be found nation¬ 
wide. 

But the company and head office is still run 
from Northampton and the original founder, 
Stuart Roberts, is still managing the business. 

He said: “When the business was set up I had 
no idea of how to run a retail store just a love of 
skiing and the products. I was very lucky to have 
support from my family which got us through 
some very hard times in the 80s and 90s.” 

In October 2008 this local, family business was 
sold to Billabong International, an Australian 
action sports company. 

Mr Roberts said: “We had opened some great 



stores on the high street throughout the 
Midlands but realised that to prosper in the 
current retail environment you need to have 
your own brand to achieve the margins needed 
to survive on the high street. 

“We tried doing our own brands but with only 
12 stores did not have the scale or the skills 
required, so when Billabong with their world 
class brand portfolio came along it was an easy 
decision to make for the health of the company.” 


The expansion of the Two Seasons business has 
been rapid since the takeover with now more 
than 300 employees and turnover of £23 million 
per annum but the Wellingborough Road store 
was starting to look out of place. 

“We were investing in new stores and upgrad¬ 
ing key locations but Welly Road missed out as it 
had lower turnover than most the other stores,” 
Mr Roberts said. 

“A problem kept arising - international visitors 
to our head office in Northampton wanted to see 
a Two Seasons store but the Wellingborough 
Road one wasn’t representative of the company. 

“We decided to give the store a big re-fresh 
with new features including a heritage wall 
showing original pictures from the 80s when the 
store was at 203 Wellingborough Road, the 
original location.” 

Two Seasons now carry a wide range of action 
sport and surf-inspired clothing with unique 
branded areas and new furniture that showcases 
the most extensive range of swimwear and 
beachwear in the county. 

Mr Roberts added: “Our website is really 
performing well and we have plans to take it into 
Europe which will be very exciting for the 
brand.”

Car booters warned of fakes 


A STRONG warning has been 
issued to people across the county 
attending car boot sales this 
Easter. 

HM Revenue & Customs [HMRC] 
is asking buyers to be on the 
lookout for traders selling 
counterfeit and smuggled 
cigarettes and alcohol at what 
may appear to be ‘bargain prices’ 

The packaging which makes it 
almost impossible to spot a fake. 

Of all the large cigarette seizures 
HMRC made last year around half 


were not real thing. Assistant dir¬ 
ector for the HMRC, Stuart 
Crookshank, said: “Low cost 
tobacco and alcohol products can 
often seem very attractive to 
people who believe they are 
buying genuine products at a 
knock down price. 

“Those involved are not 
concerned if they are selling to 
children and underage young 
people and the illicit trade has a 
devastating impact on legitimate 
retailers and the local community.”

Judge jails thief who 
claimed to be dying

A MAN who escaped jail last year 
after he ‘hoodwinked' a judge 
into thinking he was terminally 
ill has been sent to prison after 
being caught thieving. 

Paul Connell, 28, from Yewtree 
Court, Northampton, was given a 
suspended sentence in March 
2010 by Judge Ian Alexander QC 
for writing out fraudulent 
cheques to the value of £26,000. 

The prison term was suspended 
after the judge was told Connell 
was dying from cancer and would 
be dead within months. 

Although he is ill, Connell is not 


as poorly as he first told the 
courts. However, appearing at 
Northampton Crown Court last 
Thursday he pleaded guilty to 
three counts of theft and going 
equipped for theft, after he was 
caught shoplifting at Tesco in 
Weston Favell and breaking into a 
scrap metal yard in 
Wellingborough. 

Amanda Bewley, prosecuting, 
said Connell was caught stealing 
more than £170 of groceries from 
Tesco on August 10 last year. 

He had originally claimed he 
had forgotten to pay after being 
distracted by a neighbour at a 
nearby cashpoint. 

Then on October 6 he was 


arrested at a scrap car dealers in 
Wellingborough in the process of 
stealing a brake pad from an Audi. 

The new crimes meant that the 
suspended sentence from last 
year was activated and Judge 
Alexander sentenced him to 20 
months in jail as Connell had also 
avoided doing any of the 200 
hours of community service 
because of his illness. 

Judge Alexander said: “It seems 
we were hoodwinked and you are 
not suffering a terminal illness at 
all but you are suffering from an 
illness. You cannot play that ill¬ 
ness card for a second time. 

“You have committed further 
offences of dishonesty.”

INDIVIDUALITY and a touch of quirkiness 
has done lack Shalloo no end of favours. 

The 6ft 2, ginger actor, who describes him¬ 
self as looking like a lighthouse, has had a 
varied career which suits him just fine as he 
enjoys different roles and not getting 
pigeon-holed.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

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Smells like team spirit as Johnson says 
penny has finally dropped for Cobblers 



FOOTBALL 

ONLY time will tell as to whether or not 
Saturday’s 2-2 draw at Wycombe Wanderers 
was a point gained or two points dropped 
for Northampton Town. 

Certainly manager Gary Johnson, very 
much of the ‘glass half-full’ persuasion, was 
of the opinion it was the former, despite his 
side blowing a two-goal lead at half time. 

Whatever anyone’s opinion, the fact is that 
the result moved the Cobblers another point 
away from the League Two relegation zone 
ahead of a busy Easter weekend. 

Free-falling Rotherham United are first up 
at home tomorrow night, followed by a trip 
to bottom side Stockport County on Monday 
where a win for Northampton could relegate 
the Hatters. 

Johnson has never truly believed that the 
Cobblers would be one of the 
two sides that go down to the 
Blue Square Bet Premier, 
but was always aware of 
the danger. 

And he feels 
that, after 
having the 
side in all 
week, things 
are starting to 
turn. 

“The headline for me is 
that the penny has finally 
dropped with the lads 
because they showed a 
lot of commitment and 
a lot of effort,” he said. 

“We know that we 
have got quality in the 
squad, they just had to , 
up their passion, work 
rate and spirit. 

“The reason we 
were in all week is 
because we needed 
a team spirit, which we 
didn’t have in the previous 
games and they probably 
didn’t realise what it was. 

“We’ve had a really big week 
this week and now they do 
realise what it is. 

“There has been a lot of bits 
and pieces going on, but they 
put it together and you could 
see there was a team spirit. 

“We didn’t look like a team 
that is going to be in trouble for 
too long and I’m hoping the boys 
will put in that effort again on 
Friday, and get that win that we 
so want.” 

The previous week’s 
humiliating 4-2 defeat at home to 
Bury spurred Johnson into 
bringing in the squad for a full 



week of training, starting on the Sunday. 

However, it was not simply flogging them 
on the training ground by running 
punishment drills. 

Instead, they spent a lot of time studying 
match footage and their individual 
performance statistics, as well as having a 
visit from a confidence coach. 

Johnson felt that the performance at 
Adams Park, particularly in the first half 
where a Shaun Harrad penalty and Guillem 
Bauza’s well-taken goal put them ahead, 
showed the progress that was made in the 
space of seven days. 

“They were a little bit embarrassed by the 
amount of ball they didn’t have and the 
quality that they didn’t have,” said Johnson. 

“I was able to talk to them individually, tell 
them what they’re good at and need to 
bring to the table, and less of what they’re 
not so good at.” 

Promotion-chasing Wycombe salvaged 
a draw thanks to goals from Scott 
Donnelly and Leon Johnson in 
the last nine minutes denied 
the Cobblers their first win in 
16 games, but the manager 
was still enthusiastic about 
the showing from his players 
Johnson said: “They definitely 
would have bettered their stats 
last week to this week. 

“They all know what they need to 
improve on and we felt they 
needed to improve by three 
percent. 

“If they all did then we would 
be 36 per cent better and I 
thought we were.” 

Good Friday opponents 
Rotherham come to 
Sixfields having failed to 
win their last four games 
and having slipped to tenth 
in the table. 

They drew 0-0 at home to 
Hereford United at the weekend 
in new manager Andy Scott’s first 
game in charge. 

Meanwhile, Northampton are 
waiting to see if John Johnson 
will have recovered from his 
thigh injury in time to feature. 
Marcus Hall, Kevin Thornton and 
Nathaniel Wedderburn have 
also joined the injury list.

Play-off plan 
simple - beat

KINGSHOLM is a fearsome venue to go to at the 
best of times, never mind when you are forced to 
make a Tuesday night trip to the imposing 
fortress with a much-changed side. 

From the moment the Shed erupted with howls 
of ‘eyore, eyore’ when Paul Diggin knocked on 
early in the match, it was obvious that an unfamil¬ 
iar and inexperienced Northampton Saints team 
were going to be in for a rough night. 

Not even referee Wayne Barnes escaped, despite 
Gloucester winning 27-15, and he was roundly 
booed off at the final whistle. In some people’s 
eyes, he may as well have been wearing a green, 
black and gold hooped shirt. 

Maybe it was his numerous referrals to the video 
ref that upset the locals, although two of them 
denied the visitors tries - one of which from 
replacement Soane Tonga’uiha would have secured 
a losing bonus point in the final five minutes. 

Most teams would love to have a bench of 
Tonga’uiha, Dylan Hartley, Brian Mujati, Courtney 
Lawes, Lee Dickson, Stephen Myler and Ben 
Foden, but for Saints director of rugby Jim 
Mallinder it was out of necessity rather than 
choice. 

Those big guns were rested due to this being their 
second game in five days, with London Irish away 
on Saturday, and were brought on as Saints fought 
back to try and secure a losing bonus point after 
being 17-8 down at the interval. 

“We wanted to be four tries up and not make any 
subs to be honest - that was the plan,” Mallinder 
said, half-jokingly, afterwards. 

“In a way it was a good comeback. We scored a 
good try in the first half, but we conceded two 
sloppy tries. You never want to concede, 
particularly from a set piece, but I was pleased with 
the way we came back into the game and 
disappointed that we couldn’t at least get a bonus 
point.” 

Young prop Alex Waller had put the visitors ahead 
after five minutes, but Tim Molenaar’s brilliant solo 
try and the conversion from Freddie Burns saw the 
Cherry and Whites move into a lead they would 
not surrender. 

Burns and Shane Geraghty traded penalties, but 
Burns then showed his ability to kick in general play 
when the full back put in a perfectly weighted grub¬ 
ber kick that Charlie Sharpies dived on to score. 

The conversion gave Gloucester a nine point lead 
at the break and Burns booted another penalty 
soon after the restart. Then, whereas the backs’ 
quick hands and running rugby had been the driv¬ 
ing force in the first half, Gloucester’s pack were 



the architects of their third try. A powerful drive 
from a line-out took them to within striking 
distance before Olivier Azam peeled off the back 
and crashed over on 50 minutes. 

That spurred Northampton into bringing on 
their star players and they soon had an impact. 
Hartley and Tonga’uiha both had tries disallowed 
for knock-ons over the line, but Dickson did 
manage to get an opportunist score by taking 
advantage of some slack defending. 

Despite the defeat, the Saints head to London 
Irish this weekend knowing that a win would be 
enough to ensure them of a place in the Aviva 
Premiership play-offs. 

They should also be restored to full strength, and 
Mallinder said: “There’s not going to be much 
training, but it’s a massive game for us. If we win 
that game then we’re in the top four. 

“It’s there for us and the positive thing is that we 
now go into one game a week, so we know exactly 
where we are. 

“We need to go down and beat London Irish on 
Saturday - it’s as simple as that.”

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Jim slams fixture pile-up

JIM Mallinder expressed his frustration at 
being forced to play a midweek fixture and the 
effect it has on the amount of playing time able 
to be given to his England players in the wake 
of Northampton Saints’ defeat at Gloucester on 
Tuesday evening. 

Dylan Hartley, Ben Foden and Courtney Lawes 
were all benched for the 27-15 loss at Kingsholm, 
while Chris Ashton was left out of the squad all 
together. Tom Wood was named in starting XV 
though, having been a replacement in last 
Friday’s 22-15 win at Newcastle Falcons. 

Under the current agreement between the 
Aviva Premiership clubs and the RFU, players 
in the England Elite Player Squad are limited to 
160 minutes over the three games in eight days 
that Northampton are currently in the middle 
of. 

“It’s just disappointing that you can’t choose 
your best team to play every single week,” said 
Saints director of rugby Mallinder. 

“We don’t get our England players enough, so 
to be restricted at this period is disappointing. 

“It’s difficult. We shouldn’t really be playing 
midweek fixtures and it should have gone ahead 
on Boxing Day. 

“We need to get adequate [pitch] covers so we 
can play week after week after week.” 

There is a sense that clubs like Northampton 
are being punished for their success in Europe, 
which leads to playing more games with no 
breaks, as well as for producing England 
internationals because those players have 
restricted availability. 

But with Gloucester also being involved in a
